AN ORDINANCE amending General Ord¬ 
inance No. G-97 by authorizing the 
vacation of a certain alley and 
street. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT 
i, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Petition for the vacation of a certain alley 
and street having been filed with the Fort Wayne City Plan Com¬ 
mission in accordance with Section 44, Chapter 174, of the Acts of 
the General Assembly of the State of Indiana, as amended by Sectior 
3, Chapter 385, of the Acts of 1963 of the General Assembly of the 
State of Indiana (Burns Ind. Stat., 1974 Replacement, Sec. 53-744), 
the Thoroughfare Plan as set forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 
adopted by the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne on November 
26, 1963, is amended by deleting the following street and alley 
vacation, to-wit: 


That portion of the north-south alley, extending 
north 48 feet from the north right-of-way of 
Emily Street, located between Lot # 36 of Eliza 
Hanna Srs. Sub. and Lot f 6 of P. H. Wyss Sub. 

AND 

That portion of Emily Street, starting at the west 
right-of-way of Bowser Avenue and extending west 
150 feet to the east right-of-way of the north- 
south alley, lying between Lots # 36 and # 37 of 
Eliza Hanna Srs. Sub. 

SECTION 2. After passage of this Ordinance, approval by 


the Mayor and legal publication, a duly certified copy of this 
Ordinance, of the recommendation of the Fort Wayne City Plan 
Commission, and of the action of the Mayor, shall be transmitted 
by the City Cleric to the Board of Public Works of the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana.

City Plan Commission 
Gentry and Gentility: 

At the Beginning of your session tonight your chairman 
set a schedule of: 

1. Petitioner 

2. Other parties in favor 

3. Parties in opposition 

4. Rebuttal by petitioner 

I recognize that this need not be a rigid schedule, because 
in some cases one or more parties may be lacking; but my wife 
and I, and others, appeared at the open meeting tonight to 
testify in favor of the petition of Mr. Lyle Grow, proprietor 
of Crow's Haven Nursing Home, to close the easternmost half¬ 
block of Emily Street and a. hundred or so feet of the alley 
north of Emily, running between and parallel to Oliver and 
Bowser. Ng call was made for- testimony from those in favor. 

Ordinarily my family.and I, when coming home from the 
southern, western, or eastern, parts of the city, turn north 
off Pontiac onto Oliver, then east onto Emily, then south onto 
Bowser to park in front of our home. 

iou might deduce from this that my family would be opposed 
to the. closing of Emily but we are not, let me assure you.. It 
would be only slightly less convenient to continue further 
north on Oliver to Hurd, thence eastward to bowser and south¬ 
ward from there. Indeed, I myself would not mind very much at 
all if Hurd likewise were closed. Creighton is only another 
block and a half north from Hurd. 

In short, Emily Street is far more bother than convenience. 
This block we live on, in addition, to the block bounded by 
Woodbine Place, Holton, Pontiac, and Bowser, becomes at some 
hours of the day or night a Grand Circus Maximus Raceway, with 
hotrod teenage kids chasing each other around and round the 
block streets, with or without benefit of motor vehicles.. 

The sole opponent to Mr. Crow's petition was' a Mr.. Kuyken- 
, a local neighborhood store proprietor. I hope I spelled 


dahl 


his name right. I believe it is a Dutch name, but I have no 
idea whether or not he is Dutch, or even part Dutch. But I am 
part Dutch, so I hope I spelled the name right. 

Mr. Kuykendahl sells a lot of candy bars to> those- local 
neighborhood hotrod teenage kids and, within a block of the 
store, they throw the wrappers in the street or in someone's 
yard. They can't carry them on home to dispose of them properly 
because their hands are otherwise occupied in throwing stones, 
bolts, glass bottles, scrap metal, and bricks at neighborhood 
dogs, including mine(who is, incidentally, always in his own 
yard except when we take him out for a ride' in the country) . 

If my memory is not failing, I believe this man Kuykendahl 
last year or year before was at least arrested for selling 
drugs to hotrod teenage kids. I don't remember whether he was 
convicted or even tried. You might like to check court records. 

Por running a grocery store, he shows little concern for 
his garbage. The prevailing westerlies in this region(and Mr. 
Grow and I both live generally eastward of his store)carry a 
great deal of his excess down Emily Street, and my wife 
recently told me that Mr. Crow himself had gone over to. Mr. 
Kuykendahl*s trash container and cleaned up the overflow to 
prevent further widespread distribution. Perhaps you*d. like 
to ask the Board of Health to check out his establishment. 

I would like in this- letter to verify Mr. Crow’s testi¬ 
mony that he does assist in neighborhood maintenance, to; a, 
major degree. Por several years he and his employees., with 
the. use of a tractorized plow, have cleaned the snow from 
the sidewalk: on the west side o:f Bowser from the. north of 
the nursing home at Bowser and Emily all the way to Pontiac, 
in order for his employees to travel to and from the Pontiac 
bus line, and for guests of the residents of his nursing 
home to more easily traverse that distance. This of course, 
benefits me, although it is not necessarily intended to do 
so. Therefore, last winter, needing some exercise, I shovelled 
the snow off the sidewalks of a couple of neighbors across 
the street a couple of times. They had been left out. But 1 
am not sure that I would do as much as Mr. Crow does, even 
if I had a tractorized plow. 



We now live in the north half of Lot 40, which is the 
second house south of Emily on the west side of Bowser. The 
first- house is an apartment building, owned by Mr. Crow. We 
bought this house in I960-, when this was still a very nice 
neighborhood. Mr. Crow's enterprise has been the leading 
influence in keeping it nice, but it has been rather a losing 
battle because we are so far outnumbered by people trying to 
tear down the area. In the last two or three years, however, 
our rate of loss has slowed somewhat. Perhaps there is still 
some hope.. 

We first moved to this neighborhood early in 1954, and 
have since remained within a block of our present address. 

In fact,our first residence hereabout was a small apartment 
in the- rear of the building which Mr. Kuykendahl now operates 
as a grocery. 

Even though your chairman specified that comments: were 
to be limited strictly to the matter at hand, I would, have 
found it difficult to restrain myself from expressing my 
opinions, which are many and varied, so. perhaps this letter 
is a more favorable opportunity than that of speaking at the 
meeting. 

I think this neighborhood and, in fact, the whole ghetto 
quadrant of the city(except for a few thoroughfares such as 
Creighton, Pontiac, Oxford, Clinton, Lafayette, and Anthony), 
should be chopped up into cul-de-sa.cs, bottlenecks, and dead 
ends, so that there would not be so much of this circuitous, 
going-nowhere traffic through our neighborhood. 

Close off part of Bowser somewhere,.preferably between 
Hurd Street and the yard gate of Mobile Aerial Towers, when 
the Bowser Pump Company was still in that facility, neither 
was truck traffic so heavy nor was employee traffic so insane. 
Within three years after Bowser moved out, trucks had worn a 
double furrow down this onee-beautiful brick, now asphalt 
blacktop street. Before the blacktopping, the crown between 
the furrows was so high that a low-built car did/vdare drive 
in the furrows or it might lose its muffler and possibly even 
its transmission. Let the trucks come into the factory, which 
fronts on Creighton, by way of Creighton and then leave the 


sane way. 


Also, since Bowser is one-way south, quitting time at the 
factory is a terror for pedestrians, kids, dogs, and low-flying 
birds. Once every week or so, a few police cars should park in 
a pack on Emily just off Bowser. Easy way to pick up a few quick 
speeding ticket fines. 

Smith should be one way north from Paulding Road to Creighton 
and Holton should be one way south from Creighton to Pettit, since 
it deadends about three blocks south of Pettit. 

The alley between Bowser and Holton which runs parallel to 
Woodbine Place(and is the only alley between Woodbine Place and 
Creighton)should he closed and abandoned. It- is little used 
except for through traffic. It is, in effect, a sand-and-cinder 
substitute street. 

Mr. Crow’s testimony as. to crime in the neighborhood was 
entirely correct. Without even rummaging around in my memory 
bin, I can honestly report to you that two or three women 
employees and. guests of the nursing home have in recent years 
been victims of purse thieves. I won't attempt to recall the 
number of breakins and burglaries around here in that time. 

Also, summer, the false fire alarm season, is. coming on. 

There is a fire alarm at the corner of Bowser and Emily, right 
beside Crow’s Haven Nursing Home.. At the peak of its season, 
some midnight malfeasant sets it off at least once, a week, less 
through traffic on Emily Street should decrease- that frequency 
appreciably. 

Thank you very much for your time I have consumed in 
dispatching to you this lengthy missive.. I hope all members, 
of the- Plan Commission have had time -to read it thoroughly, 
to ruminate: upon it, and to consider the. complications this 
neighborhood will be required to endure if something can’t 
be done to pacify this neighborhood, as Mr. Crow requests. 

In the absence of your passing favorably upon his petition, 
a battalion of Marines might suffice to calm things down a. 
little around here.
